Presentation of Draft NPDES Permit - City of Somerville 
Alewife Brook Advisory Committee (deadline of 12/31/00) 

Mrs. Dias introduced Mr. David Stoff, 88 Fairmont Street, Chair of the Alewife Brook Advisory Committee. Mrs. Dias moved to 
endorse the comments and recommendations of the Committee as presented, to be reviewed by the Town Manager and the Town’s 
consultant on CSO matters and further to send a letter to the city of Somerville reflecting these comments. 

Mark Finggrle of the Board of Health was present and expressed concerns about the burden that could be placed on the Arlington 
Board of Health with the existing language in the permit. 
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Mr. Lyons moved to amend Mrs. Dias’ motion to include language that specifies that the permittee will incur the cost for 
mitigation and further that the Arlington Board of Health determine if it is necessary for Somerville and Cambridge to cover related 
costs.

Various Reports - Traffic Study, CDBG Funds. Acorn Park Development 
Alan McClennen, Jr., Director of Planning and Community Development 

Mr. McClennen updated the Board on these items. He explained that there have been heavy demands within the CDBG budget for 
funds in the Arlington Assistance Program. Mr. McClennen recommended a transfer of $4,000 from the Jobs Jobs Jobs program 
in order to help cover a projected deficit in the Arlington Assistance Program. 

Mr. Lyons moved approval of the transfer as recommended. (4-0) SO VOTED 

Mr. McClennen also explained to the Board that the Arlington Affordable HousingTask Force has sent out letter to Arlington 
Homeowners asking if they would like to support a fund that helps people at risk of losingtheir homes; funds for this program 
will be raised privately. Mr. Lyons moved approval of this effort. (4-0) SO VOTED

Armand Baziyants of WayCon Enterprises, 450 Cambridge Street, Allston, M A was present on behalf of Domino’s. 

Kate Harris, of Crossroad’s Trade, a neighboring business, was present to express her displeasure with the location of the business 
and the number of vehicles that commit a number of traffic violations while patronizing the business. 

Mr. Lyons asked that Mr. Baziyants commit to the Board that the air conditioning units will be checked regularly to prevent 
excessive noise. 

Steve Makowka, 17 Russell Street was present and stated that parking in the area is problematic. He further stated that the 
dumpster encroaches the sidewalk and asked the proprietors to consider shutting down their air conditioning units at night. 

The Board discussed various options for resolving these issues, including consideration of posting 15 minute p arking only in front 
of the establishment.
